This  chemical  is  not 
used  medicinally  in  America  but  in  Japan  it  is  employed

as  an  antacid. 

SUMMARY  OF  GENERAL  INFORMATION :  Chemically  it  is  Magnesium 
Ammonium  Phosphate,  MgNH.4PO4.6H2O.  Its  action  is  neu¬ 
tralization  of  excess  acid  in  the  stomach  without  dis¬ 
turbing  the  action  of  diastose.  If  hypocidity  exists, 
its  only  action  is  absorbtion.

MERITS: 

(1)  Sodium  Bicarbonate 

Neutralizes  acidity  of  the  stomach  but  the  gastric 
secretions  from  this  reaction  shows  a  correspondingly 
higher  acidity  and  at  times  causes  unfavorable  reactions. 

Because  it  produces  carbonic  acid,  it  enlarges  and 
slackens  the  stomach  finally  causing  swelling  and  painful 
food  obstruction. 

(2)  Magnesium  Oxide 

Retards  secretions  and  has  a  laxative  action. 

(3)  Antacidin  does  not  have  the  abova  two  faults. 

It  has  a  neutralizing  effect  and  does  not  act  on 
nor  retard  gastric  secretions. 

It  is  tasteless,  odorless  and  white  powder. 

(4)  The  special  feature  of  this  product  is  that  it  aids 
the  action  of  diastose  and  in  no  way  does  it  retard  di¬ 
gestive  action.  Practically  all  alkaline  drugs  retard  the 
action  of  diastose. 


COMPOSITION: 

This  product  is  Magnesium  Ammonium  Phosphate  and  is 
a  white  odorless  and  tasteless  crystalline  powder. 

It  is  insoluble  in  water  but  readily  soluble  in  acids 
and  acetic  acid, 

PHYSIOLOGICAL  ACTION:  Concerning  the  action  of  Antacidin  in 
cases  of  acidity  and  non-acidity  Drs.  Riegel,  Poes,  Soto 
and  Takasu  have  conducted  experiments  and  the  important 
factor  is  that  in  cases  cf  acidity  it  reacts  on  excess 
acid  and  neutralizes  it  without  retarding  gastric 
secretions.  It  is  effective  in  Reichmnnn?s  disease,  ex¬ 
cess  acidity  and  ulcer  of  t be  duodenum.  In  cases  of  non¬ 
acidity  or  overeating,  it  passes  through  the  stomach  with¬ 
out  any  reaction.
